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Thieu Envoy 
Will Meet 
Viet Cong 


SAIGON (API — President 
Nguyen 
Van Thieu 
disclosed 
Saturday that he has ordered 
his envoy to meet with the Viet 
Cong delegation in Paris no lat­ 
er than Tuesday to begin nego­ 
tiations on a political solution 
for South Vietnam. 
Thieu’s 
announcement 
was 
coupled with a plea to Vietnam 
peacekeeping 
commissions 
to 
get cease-fire observers 
into 
the field and put a halt to the 
killing of Vietnamese people. 
The two peacekeeping com­ 
missions held lengthy meetings 
in Saigon on Friday in an effort 
to get started on supervision of 
the week-old cease-fire, final 
American 
troop 
withdrawals 
and prisoner exchanges. 
Even without field observers, 
the heavy fighting of the past 
several days appeared to sta'b- 
lize and give way to lesser at­ 
tacks. 
The Saigon 
command 
said there were no sustained 
battles anywhere in the coun­ 
try, but., claimed that the Com­ 
munist 
side 
committed 
200 
more 
cease-fire 
violations. 
North Vietnam charged Saigon 
with violations of its own and 
said 
the 
United States 
and 
South Vietnam must ‘‘bear full 
responsibility 
for 
the 
con­ 
sequences of their violations,” 
the Soviet news agency Tass 
reported. 
Thieu spoke to the 
nation 
over televisen at the stroke of 
midnight, ushering in the Tet 
New 
Year’s holiday 
with 
a 
promise of reconstruction and 
rehabilitation for the first six 
months of “the Year of the Buf­ 
falo,” the lunar new year’s des­ 
ignation. He said the objectives 
would be to heal the wounds of 
South 
Vietnam’s 
16 
million 
people and its one million refu­ 
gees, and to rebuild the coun­ 
try’s 
war-ravaged cities, 
vil­ 
lages and hamlets. 
As he spoke, many ships in 
the Saigon River blew their 
whistles and sirens, welcoming 
what 'Thieu called '“the first 
peaceful 
new year 
after 
15 
years of war.” 
“I have ordered Ambassador 
Pham Dang Lam to meet the 
Viet Cong ■■ in Paris no later 
than Feb. 6 to solve the inter­ 
nal 
problems of South 
Viet­ 
nam,” Thieu declared in his 25- 
minute address. 
Me accused the Communists 
of trying to prolong the negotia­ 
tions to give them time to pre­ 
pare a political-military force 
to cope with a defeat he fore­ 
casts for them in future elec­ 
tions. 
“We must demand the Com­ 
munists negotiate quickly and 
quickly bring about a solution,” 
Thieu declared.

Nixon 
has designated as his new sec­ 
retary of health, education and 
welfare, is awaiting Senate con­ 
firm tion. 
Chief Justice Warren Burger, 
who has been ill with the flu, 
got out of sick bed to adminis­ 
ter the oath individually to all 
'201 of the new appointees. Nixon 
said he thought the chief justice 
“deserves a little hand” for 
that and there was a big round 
of applause. 
Nixon jokingly suggested that 
Burger not get too close to any 
of the members of the cabinet, 
though.

prison, 
“We 
had 
expectations 
of 
learning about more men held 
in 
Laos,”

“The basic state of our union 
today is sound and full of prom­ 
ise,” he declared. “We enter 
1973 economically strong, mili­ 
tarily secure and, most impor­ 
tant of all, at peace after a 
long and trying war.” 
In spelling out Ms goals, Nix­ 
on listed a series of messages 
in areas that follow the division 
of governmental functions that 
Congress refused to approve 
but his recent reorganization 
sought to bring about.

controlling inflation, to promote 
economic growth, to increase 
productivity, to encourage for­ 
eign trade, to keep farm in­ 
come high, to bolster small 
business and to promote better 
labor-management relations.”

Jumping to Conclusions 
By DR. EDGAR T. CHRISEM ER,

Workmen hammered away in the giant 
hull of the ocean liner. The Great East­ 
ern would soon be ready for her maiden 
voyage. Late in the afternoon a m a n 
carrying a black valise approached the 
vessel. He was the pay*clerk, sent by one 
of the contractors with $12,000 in wages 
for the men. At 10 minutes after three 
the clerk boarded the ship — and disap­ 
peared. 
In spite of an exhaustive search by 
police, neither the clerk nor the money 
could be traced, and it was assumed he 
had bolted with the money. All that he 
had left to his wife and family was the 
stigma of his supposed crime. 
Thirty years later the Great Eastern 
was scrapped. While she was being broken 
up, there was found between the inner- 
and outer castings of steel the skeleton 
of a man. It was identified as that of the 
payclerk who had disappeared 30 years 
before after being beaten and robbed by 
several of the workmen. 
We wouldn’t reach so many wrong con­ 
clusions if we did not jump at them. A 
man who jumps to a conclusion is taking 
n leap in the dark. We are constantly as­ 
suming things and drawing conclusions! 
that are utterly false. Most people take 
too much for granted. Mothers assume 
that their children are safe. Husbands 
assume that their wives are aware of 
their affection. Children assume that their 
fathers arc millionaires. Employers as­ 
sume that their workers know their jobs, 
and the workers assume that the boss is 
crazy. 
Most people make poor judges. Every­ 
body complains he has a bad memory, 
but nobody complains that he has bad 


judgment. And are in more n e e d of 
judgment than we are of judges. 
When we jump to a conclusion, it is 
usually a wrong one. A young lady driv­ 
ing a car noticed a number of men climb­ 
ing a pole to repair the telephone wires. 
‘‘Idiots.*’ she exclajmed. “Do they think 
I’ve never driven a car before?** 
Of course people are bound to make 
errors in judgment. The man who claims 
he never made a mistake in his life 
usually has a wife who did. Some men 
arrive at a wrong conclusion by way of 
a prejudice. A prejudice is nothing more 
than a vagrant opinion without visible 
means of support. Most people never 
choose an opinion; they just wear what­ 
ever happens to be in style. 
Men value their opinions according to 
the price they have to pay for them. In 
the gallery of the magistrate’s courts in 
Venice are two lights that have burned 
nightly for centuries. Long ago in the 
time of the Republic a murder was comit­ 
ted in Venice for which a little baker boy 
convicted and executed. Afterwards it was 
proved that he was innocent and citizens 
were horrified at the terrible blunder. 
From that time on, before the jury 
would retire to consider a capital crime, 
heralds would enter, ring out a trumpet 
call, and proclaim the words, “Remember 
the baker boy.’’ And so that Venetians 
should never forget this miscarriage of 
justice, the twin lamps are lighted every 
night. 
The path of justice should be lighted 
by the twin lamps of truth and under­ 
standing. If we didn’t jump to so many 
conclusions, we would not stumble so of­ 
ten over the truth. 


Icy Prediction 
Geological pessimists are on the scene 
again. First it was a flurry of predic­ 
tions about earthquakes, perhaps set off 
by the real one in Managua, Nicaragua. 
Now it is an impending Ice Age. Gla­ 
ciologists and others who have studied 
past glacier movements say a new Ice 
Age is due. Past ones have occurred at 
intervals of 10,000 to 15,000 years. The 
current interglacial period is 12,000 years. 
Another clue which could! be an omen 
of an approaching cold spell is found in 


temperature variations. From 1850 to 
1960, temperatures around the world gen­ 
erally rose. Since 1960, the averages have 
been on the decline. 
Only one uncertainty hangs over the 
heads of the Ice Age prognosticators. They 
can’t tell what effect, if any, man's pollu­ 
tion of the atmosphere may have had on 
the in ter glacial cycles. What they mean 
is they cannot tell whether man is going 
to asphyxiate himself before he freezes 
or afterward.

n e w YORK - Movies, 
like so many other things 
nowadays, are not what 
they used to be.

Take for example “ Last 
Tango in Paris,” with its 
bold exploration of sexual 
variations. A few years ago, 
this film, would, lave been 
impossible.

today,

the 
growing frankness of dozens 
of successive films centered 
around sexual experience, 
many movie-got!» will be 
shocked,

Topical films are often

Sandbox,” which pretends 
to be concerned with the 
liberation, of a middle-class 
housewife, but is actually a 
reactionary shove backward 
in time.

When five area townships and 
Pottstown borough fromed the 
Pottstown Area Council of 
Governments nearly a year ago, 
one of the major benefits eyed 
by officials was the advantage 
massed buying power would 
provide. 
That theory will either fail or 
pass the test Feb. 20. 
That’s the day set for opening 
of bids on contracts to supply 
the Pottstown Area COG with 
a number of items necessary 
to the operation of individual 
municipal governments.

Democrats. For any Democrat 
to become elected on a county- 
wide basis here he needs 
Republican support. 
Republicans in the county are 
prepared to give Judge Henry 
that 
support 
through 
en­ 
dorsement of an often-used 
principle — that of sitting 
judges. 
SHOULD BE SUPPORTED 
R means simply that judges 
should not have to engage in 


politics and if a man has 'been 
a judge and doing a reasonably 
good job. he should be sup- 
poi ted for re-election by all 
political organizations. 
Judge Henry's chance of 
obtaining 
Republican 
Party 
endorsement for a return to the 
bench depends on whether or 
not the Democratic organization 
endorses 
the 
sitting judge 
principle as well. 
Some within the party want 
to do just that. 
But others are in favor of 
having the Democratic Party 
endorse Judge Henry for re- 
election and support two other 
Democrats for the remaining 
two seats on the bench also up 
for election this November. 
Those seats are held by Judge 
Vincent 
A. 
Cirillo, 
Lower 
Merion, and Judge Joseph H. 
Stanziani, Jenkintown. Both are 
Republicans. 
All three were appointed to 
the Montgomery County bench 
by 'Gov; Milton J. Shapp in 
J a n u a r y , 
1972. following 
c r e a t i o n of three more 


judgeships for the county by the 
State Legislature. 
Shapp is a Democrat, and 
while it may seem unusual for 
a man of that party to name 
oniy one Democrat and two 
Republicans to those political 
plums, there was a reason. 
Judge Henry reasoned that if 
S h a p p 
appointed 
three 
Democrats to the bench, when 
the time came for them to seek 
full 10-year terms via the baling 
(this 
N o v e m b e r ) , 
the 
Republican Party would put up 
three of its own candidates. 
LITTLE HOPE 
Henry indicated he held little 
hope for any of the three 
Democrats 
running 
against 
Republicans in Montgomery 
County. 
So when he was approached 
to see if he was interested i 
the judge’s .appointment, it was 
learned, he said he would ac­ 
cept the appointment (and thus 
give up a lucrative law prac­ 
tice) only if two Republicans 
were appointed as well.

Pottstown Seemingly Safe 
As Water Threatens Trees 


The June flooding, which 
caused 
millions 
of dollars 
damage in personal losses, also 
wipped out countless numbers 
of trees in the flooded areas. 
Some were uprooted by the 
strong currents of the rushing 
water, others died from a coat 
of thick slimy sludge dumped 
in the Schuylkill River and still 
others died because of a high 
water table snuffing out the 
oxygen supply needed for life. 
The water has since receeded 
but unusually heavy rains in 
November and December caus­ 
ed the water table again to 
rise and the threat to trees and 
shrubbery is mounting in some 
areas of southeastern Pennsyl­ 
vania. 
Reports from State College 
indicate the area to the north 
of Reading has been hit hare, 
by the high water level, but 
P o t t s t o w n because of a 
relatively dry January, isn’t in 
any immediate danger. 
“We had the same problem 


in this area following the June 
flooding where the water table 
was so high that many trees 
were dying.” said Gerald Egolf, 
an area landscapes 
He explained that the ground 
becomes so saturated that there 
is no place for the water to 
go. “It could happen anywhere 
with all this rain, not just near 
a river area.” 
"This is the first time I’ve 
ever seen this happen,” he said. 
“It’s not really common but 
with all the rain during the last 
half of last year the ground 
became oversaturated.” 
Egolf said he believes the 
area most affected by the high 
water table is north of Reading. 
"Officials 
a re 
concerned 
mostly 
with trees of the 
evergreen variety because such 
are shallow rooted," Egolf said. 
“Trees with deeper roots have 
a better chance of surviving 
since they can pickup and 
distribute more oxygen." 
Egolf added there is nothing 
that can be done to prevent It. 


“It is caused by nature and 
there is no control over this.” 
Whether it will occur in the 
Pottstown area Egolf said will 
depend on the weather and 
Friday’s rain didn’t help things. 
Alan .Levengood:, a local tree 
surgeon, recently returned from 
the International Shade Tree 
Symposium 
in 
Philadelphia 
where the high water table 
situation was a major topic. 
He said the problem came to 
light during the past year when 
trees were dying without any 
logical 
explanation 
— 
no 
disease or bark problems. 
"The 
Pennsylvania 
State 
U n i v e r s i t y department of 
horticulture checked into the 
problem and diagnosed the 
situation as the high water 
table.” 
Levengood explained that the 
ground around a tree’s roots 
should contain 25 per cent air 
space ;»H with the saturated 
ground this is not possible and 
the supply of oxygen .is being 
choked off.
